THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  SYMPHONY 

In  dark  days,  man's  light  comes  from  within.  Out  of  the  depths 
of  the  Great  Depression,  there  came  North  Carolinians  whose 
vision  was  intensified  by  the  darkness  and  whose  spirits  created 
a  new  dawn. 

Benjamin  Swalin,  with  a  vision  deeper  than  dark  times,  with 
a  faith  in  America's  spirit,  a  belief  that  America  can  be  healed 
and  renewed  in  music — took  hold  of  the  Symphony  and  intensified 
its  life  with  new  meaning.  Forward  looking  North  Carolinians 
helped  it  grow  and  find  strength,  and  did  not  fail  it  in  the  war 
years — but  still  without  funds. 

Dr.  Swalin  believed  so  profoundly  in  music  that  he  unhesi- 
tantly  asked  for  State  support.  Music  reached  a  new  historical 
level  of  recognition  when  the  North  Carolina  Legislature,  in  1943, 
voted  a  token  appropriation  for  a  State  Symphony.  Never  before 
in  America  had  a  state  recognized  a  symphony  as  a  fundamental 
educational  institution!  Then  in  1945,  as  more  and  more  forward 
looking  North  Carolinians  caught  the  vision,  a  plan  was  designed 
to  give  permanence  to  the  Orchestra  with  a  view  to  establishing 
a  full  time  Symphony  Orchestra  in  North  Carolina. 

Last  year,  out  of  the  spiritual  wrack  of  war,  Dr.  Swalin 
brought  America's  first  State  Symphony  to  fuller  stature  than  ever 
before.  In  a  spring  concert  season,  the  North  Carolina  Symphony 
gave  104  concerts,  50  of  which  were  free  programs  for  73,000  school 
children  from  Cullowhee  in  the  west  to  Wilmington  in  the  east.  In 
small  communities  where  no  such  music  had  even  been  heard,  the 
Symphony  carried  profound  harmonies — and  promises  of  a  new  era. 

This  was  made  possible  by  hard  work.  Dr.  Swalin  and  repre- 
sentatives have  traveled  all  over  North  Carolina,  made  talks,  vis- 
ited hundreds  of  citizens  and  interested  friends.  With  painful 
difficulties  that  only  true  faith  can  overcome,  they  tried  to  bring 
North  Carolinians  to  see  our  great  potentialities. 

All  over  North  Carolina,  ears  are  listening.  Creative  individ- 
uals, catching  the  germ  of  direction,  are  stimulated  to  new  efforts 
in  all  fields.   A  new  faith  is  spreading. 

This  year,  in  1947,  we  hope  to  deepen  and  intensify  that  faith. 
We  hope  to  bring  to  every  listener  in  the  State  a  feeling  of  per- 
sonal necessity  for  nourishing  the  growth  of  the  Orchestra.  We 
hope  to  inspire  children  and  their  parents  to  new  inward  heights 
above  the  cries  of  materialistic  forces. 

In  the  days  coming,  there  will  be  some  darkness;  for  we,  who 
have  worshipped  a  coin  sun,  have  become  its  slaves.  But  the 
eclipse  of  the  coin  must  not  eclipse  the  spirit;  rather,  the  inward 
light  must  renew  the  sight  of  us,  who  before  were  blinded. 

We  are  young,  and  you  are  with  us.  The  telling  and  the  living 
of  our  story  will  be  yours.  For  North  Carolinians  can  stand  among 
Americans  and  say,  "We  have  found  a  new  light.  Its  name  is 
Music."

THE  DIRECTOR 


By  the  time  he  was  eighteen,  Benjamin  Swalin  was  a  member  of  the 
Minneapolis  Symphony  Orchestra.  Subsequently,  he  continued  his  studies 
in  New  York  from  1921  until  1930.  During  that  time,  he  studied  under 
Kneisel  and  Auer,  completed  advanced  theoretical  work  at  the  Institute 
of  Musical  Art,  and  received  his  M.A.  degree  from  Columbia  University. 

His  studies  in  Europe  (1930-33)  gained  him  the  Ph.D.  degree  at  the 
University  of  Vienna  and  Artist  Diplomas  from  the  Hochschule  fur 
Musik.  On  his  return  to  the  United  States,  Dr.  Swalin  was  appointed  to 
a  professorship  at  DePauw  University;  and  since  1935,  he  has  been  asso- 
ciated with  the  University  of  North  Carolina. 

Though  he  is  a  composer,  author,  and  orator,  Dr.  Swalin  has  done 
his  most  significant  work  with  the  North  Carolina  Symphony.  He  has 
brought  good  music  to  the  remotest  corners  of  North  Carolina  and  has 
played  a  vital  role  in  the  musical  education  of  children. 

People  who  have  heard  him  conduct  will  attest  to  his  genius,  and 
the  State  of  North  Carolina  ov/es  him  an  everlasting  debt  of  gratitude  for 
his  fortitude,  vision,  and  faith.
